Germans had strongly organized. The 


town had as its approaches four sunk- 
en roads, which were full of snipers 
and machine gun teams. As a frontal 
attack would have been costly, it was 
resolved to turn the position and this 
operation was executed without the 
Germans observing the extent or direc- 
tion of the turning movement. 

The attack was pushed in artillery 
formation along the north bank of the 
Scarpe, which river was crossed. in the 
neighborhood of Roeux. Then ‘as the 
advance deployed southwards the Mon- 
chy garrison began a stubborn resist- 
ance. Fighting was continued until 
after dark Tuesday, but during the 
night the main body of the Germans 
evacuated Monchy and when in the 
morning the attack was renewed it 
was continued successfully down to La 
Bergere and across the main Arras- 
Cambrai road to Gemappe, which it is 
reported has also been occupied. 

The success is considered of great 
importance as it gives the British 
domination of the high ground. 

The correspondent says that Wed- 
nesday was devoted largely to consol- 
idating the gains and moving the ar- 
tillery forward, although there was 
considerable fighting between  Croi- 
silles and St. Quentin. Prisoners, he 
adds, are continually arriving and ap- 
parently hunger induced many to sur- 
render. It is believed that the severe 
wintry weather has affected the Ger- 
man morale. They are reported as still 
fighting hard, but as lacking the spirit 
displayed in the Somme battle. 


DECISIVE BATTLE,

FIVE MEN TO DIRECT 
AMERICAN RAILROADS 


Board Will Have Charge of 
Transportation During 
the War. 


Washington, April 11.—Heads of the 
principal railroads in the United States, 
meeting here today at the call of the 
.— of National Defense, named a 
board of five men to direct the 
tion of American railways throughout 
the war. 

It was annouriced that the purpose of 
the board will de to give the govern- 
ment the best possible service, not only 
in gy gh | troops and military sup- 
plies, but in handling every necessary 
commodity. 

The following railway executives 
were named as members of the board: 
Fairfax Harrison, of the Southern rail- 
way, chairman; Howard Elliott, of the 
New Haven; Samuel Rea, of the Penn- 
sylvania; Hale Holden, of the Burling- 
ton, and Julius Kruttschnitt, of the 
Southern Pacific, 


— 


Under this committee will operate a 


‘special committee on national defense. 


It, with the board, will comprise 28 
members. The present national defense 
committee of the American Railway as- 
sociation will be used as a basis for 
forming his committee. 

Daniel Willard, president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and chairman of 
the defense council’s advisory com- 
mission, will be an ex-officio member 
of the board, and the interstate com- 
merce commission will be asked to 
name another. 

The board, or central executive com- 
mittee, as it is called in an announce- 
ment by the defense council, will op- 
erate through a special committee on 
national defense named some time ago 
— the American Railway association. 

r. Harrison, chairman also of this 
committee, announced today its mem- 
— would be increased to 28, di- 
vided into six subcommittees, one each 
in the six military departments of the 
country. These subcommittees will 
deal  directl with department com- 
manders and with the quartermaster’s 
departments. The railway associa- 
tion’s car service commission will 
serve as a general subcommittee. 

The railroad board will decide all 
matters of general railroad policy and 
in some respects its duties will resem- 
ble those of the British railroad board, 
which is operating for the government 
English lines. In the United States, 
however, the rail systems will operate 
in co-operation with the government 
instead of under its direction. 

The railway association’s defense 
committee, as it exists now in the four 
military departments, already has 
worked out plans for military co-op- 
eration with the army which will «a 
followed in a general way. The board 
also will stand between the military 
and industrial needs of the country, 
and will apportion through the sub- 
committees to each what it considers 
necessary to meet its requirements. 

Traneportation needs of the govern- 
ment were considered today by execu- 
tives representing the two hundred 
and fifty thousand miles of American 
railroads, at the meeting held in re- 


sponse to the call of Daniel Willard, 
president of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad. It was decided during the 
war to co-ordinate activities in a con- 
tinental railway system, thus mergin 
for the time being all their nationa 
transportation facilities.

Washington, April 11.—Assurances 
that the $7,000,000,000 war revenue 
measure will pass the house quickly 
and that consideration of new taxa- 
tion plans for raising part of the 
money will begin immediately, were

Introduction in the house of the 
revenue bill, authorizing a $5,000,000,- 
000 bond issue and 32,000,000, 000 in 
indebtedness preceded 
an unexpected visit of the president 
to the capitol by a few minutes. Demo- 
cratic Leader Kitchin introduced the 
measure with a favorable report from 
the full committee and announced that 
debate on it would begin Friday morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock. It is hoped to pass 
the bill before Saturday night and pos- 
sibly Friday. 

Various republican members of the 
committee will offer amendments which 
were defeated in committee, but they 
have pledged themselves to vote for 


the measure whatever may be the fate 
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of their proposals. One by Represen- 
tative Longworth, of Ohio, to exempt 
estates from inheritance taxes under 
the measure is expected to develop 
much debate. Secretary McAdoo is op- 
posed to it and in a conference with 
Mr. Kitchin, Representative Glass and 
other democratic leaders expressed the 
hope that it would be defeated. 
Little Opposition Expected. 
Little opposition is expected to the 
principal features of the $5,000,000,000 
bond issue—the provision that not more 
than $3,000,000,000 from the proceeds 
shall be used to extend credit to the 
allies and the remaining $2,000,000,000 
applied to expenditures incurred in the 
prosecution of the war by this coun- 


try.

the president has expressed himself as 
desirous of placing as much of e 
burden on the present generation as 
possible and some members of congress 
are advocating the raising of seventy- 
five per cent of the first year needs 
by taxation. 

Administration and congressional 
leaders generally are determined that 
the tax shall not be of a class char- 
acter regardless of the amount. History, 
they say, shall not designate this as 
either a poor or a rich man’s war. 

Sweeping Tax Proposals. 

House financial authorities are care- 
fully considering proposals to raise 
new revenue on increased income and 
stamp taxes on excess protits, inheri- 
tances, distilled liquors and beers, ei- 
gars and tobacco, amusement places, 
the postal service, ‘soft drinks and 
newspaper, 
vertising. A list of suggestions sub- 
mitted to the last congress by Secre- 
tary McAdoo for taxes on interior com- 
bustible engines, oleomargarine, refin- 
ed sugar, fermented liquor, candy, giu- 
cose, talking machines and their rec- 
ords, copper, pig iron and petra 
distilled spirits and denatured alcoho 
also is again receiving close scrutiny. 

Liquors and beers probably will be 
taxed millions of dollars and soda 
fountains and.other soft drink dispen- 
saries, 1 — 9 the “near beer“ par- 
lors, are virtually certain to be assessed 
a Share. Members of the committee 
are considering taxing places of amuse- 
ment, including moving picture thea- 
ters, on the number of tickets sold. 

Probably the most far-reaching pro- 
posal yet suggested is that the postal 
charges be raised. It has been pro- 
posed that the present one-cent rate 
for drop and circular letters be raised 
to one and a half or two cents an 
the regular two-cent rate to three. No 
tax suggested, it is argued, in favor 
of this proposal, would reach so many 
persons and be objected to by so few. 

In connection with this postal plan 
is another to tax newspapers and period- 
‘icals in proportion to the amount o 
advertising they carry. 

Suggestion that cold storage foods 
be taxed heavily also is receiving much 
discussion. It is argued that this would 
serve to bring in revenue and at the 
game time discourage the operations 
of food speculators.

SOY BEANS

Among the simple, nutritious and inex- 
pensive foods which should be listed on 
every housekeeper’s program of home pre- 
paredness is the soy or “Togo bean.” Asa 
forage crop in the United States these beans 
are well known, but as yet the soy bean, 
which is utilized widely in Japan, China and 
India for human food, has not yet been used 
to any extent in this country for that pur- 
pose. 

When soy beans sell for 15 cents a quart, 
10 cents’ worth will supply over five ounces 
of protein. When beef of average composi- 
tion sells for 20 cents a pound, 10 cents’ worth 
will supply a little over an ounce protein. 
Soy beans contain 36 per cent protein, 18 per 
cent fat and 28 per cent carbohydrates as 
against 24.8 per cent protein, 1 per cent fat 
and 62 per cent carbohydrates in navy beans. 

Soy beans contain more fat than starch. 
Next to peanuts they contain more fat than 
any other legumes. They contain more pro- 
tein than any other vegetable. This not 
only makes them a fatty food, but it makes 
it possible to cook them without the addition 
of pork or other fat. Soy beans can be used 
in almost exactly the same way as the ordi- 
mary navy beans. 

To prepare baked soy Deans soak the 
beans over night in cold water; in the 
morning add a pinch of soda and boil the 
beans in the water in which they were 
soaked. Pour off the water and use it for 
making soup. Put the beans in a baking 
dish, add two level teaspoonfuls of salt, cover 
them with water, cover the dish, and bake 
six to eight hours, leaving the dish uncov- 
ered during the last hour. It is unnecessary 
to flavor them with molasses, as their natu- 
ral flavor is delicious,,. 

Since the soy bean contains little starch, 
the liquid in which they are cooked is not 
thickened, and the beans remain separate. 
If this is considered objectionable the liquid 
can be thickened with corn meal—one-third 
of a cup to a quart of beans. 

The skins of the soy beans can be removed 
by boiling the beans for 10 minutes and al- 
lowing them to cool over night in the same 
water and then rubbing between the hands 
Most persons prefer the beans without the 
skins. They have à more delicious flavor 
and probably are more easily digested when 
thus prepared. 1 ** f 8

THE COMPULSORY EDUCATION LAW 


By W. W. Tindall, Judge Fulton County Juvenile Court 


Charity lists, poorhouses, workhouses, 
courts, jails, chaimgangs and penitentiaries 
are recruited almost wholly from the ranks 
of the uneducated. When @ man or a woman 
who has had what we usually call a chance 
becomes a piece of human driftwood, the 
case is exceptional, and we remark especially 
on the phenomenon. 

But not all human misfits drift to poor- 
houses, jails and penitentiaries. Most of them 
are the unseen drags on civilization. One of 
the leading insurance companies publishes 
these figures from the actuary's department: 
Out of one hundred average, healthy men 
who at the age of twenty-five apply for in- 
surance—and it is a safe statement that only 
the most provident class apply for insurance 
—thirty-six will be dead by the sixty-fifth 
year of age, five will be wealthy, five will be 
supporting themselves and their families by 
working, and fifty-four, or 84 per cent of 
those still living, will be dependent on 
friends, relatives, or charity. 

Everything that makes for the efficiency 
of the individual and the social and indus- 
trial and spiritual leavening of the mass 
should have the careful attention of the city, 
county and the state. 

Education is the greatest of all socializing 
and energizing forces—the true education, I 
mean. Forget the old idea of education, 
which means merely reading, writing and 
arithmetic, and the other studies that involve 
a great deal of memory work and the mere 
absorption of books. Think rather of educa- 
tion as the bringing forth out of the scrap- 
heap of chaotic mind- forces certain idle 
pieces of material and setting them up in the 
individual as a mental machine—a self-start- 
ing, easy-running, high-tension, durable ma- 
chine, to perform a thinking process and to 
bear the individual, by will power, logic and 
reason, through the trackless field of new 
experience, 

Only a Beginning. 

The Georgia compulsory education law is 
just a beginning in the right direction, but is 
only a beginning. In the first place, children 
are required to attend school only between 
the ages of 8 and 14 years of age, and then 
only till they have completed the fourth 
grade. In the second place, the child is com- 
pelled to attend school only four months of 
each year. In the third place, the very chil- 
dren whom the state most needs to reach are 
exempted under the law from attending 
school—children whose services are needed 
dy their families. on account of poverty; 
children whose parents or guardians are un- 
able to buy books or clothing not otherwise 
furnished; children whose mental or physical 
condition is a bar to attendance, and children 
who live more than three miles from the 
nearest schoolhouse. 

In justice to the state, let us give due 
credit. Its system of public education be- 
speaks an interest in its children; but until 
recently no American state demanded of par- 
ents that all children be compelled to give 
regular attendance on schools, nor supplied 
the necessary school facilities. Schools were 
opened and teachers put in charge of all chil- 
dren whose parents might send them to 
school. As to those needy and unfortunate 
little ones who would most benefit by 
schools, and on account of whose ignorance, 
poverty, degeneracy and crime arise, but 
whose parents through necessity or greed 
send them to earn wages in factories or 
street trades, the state in the past asserted 
no control of them, but left them as victims 
of the selfishness of their elders. 

Of late, however, the most progressive 
sory education and child labor laws. In the 
case Of children who do not fit in to the 
regular public school system, but are feeble- 
minded or backward and have to be dropped, 
or are incorrigible or truant and have to be 
expelled, the state has attempted no control 
of them until they have committed some of- 
fense against the law and dignity of the 
state. hen this happens, punishment must 
be visited on them—punishment for acts 
which are the logical result of their lack of 
training, and for which the asatate and so- 
ciety, rather than the children theniselves, 
are to blame. 

The State’s Duty. 


Education means the social and moral up- 
lift of all the people. It is not for the indi. 
vidual to choose, but for the state to enforce; 
for the sake of society as well as the indi- 
vidual even the most needy, neglected, aban- 
doned and outcast must receive the discipline 
of education. The state has a right, nay, is 
under duty, to make every boy and girl to 

row up competent, not only to provide a 

ving, but also to live in proper relation to 
the world about. The state must bring about 
the efficient, happy life through education. 

The need for compulsory education does 


not emst in you, reader, nor in any of your 
kind. our sort craves knowledge, develop- 
ment, growth—as the flower craves sunshine 
and rain. No, the call for compulsory edu- 
cation is for the sake of the thousands who 
live in darkness and who need only the light 
= knowledge to give them their “place in 
s sun.”

EIGHTY-TWO AND GOING STRONG. 

Here is a sermon from one of our young 
Nebraska readers. Ponce de Leon, who suc- 
cumbed to septicemia at the age of 61, and 
Elie Metchnikoff, who succumbed to heart 
disease at the age of 71, both sought in vain 
for the secret which this correspondent has 
discovered. Read his letter and see if you 
can solve the great conundrum. It is easy. 

The ‘house’ and attachments needing 
some repairs, I write you. My ankles are 
weak. My feet have a burning feeling quite 
intense even when knees and feet are really 
cold. Stomach and bowels are weak, giges- 
tion poor, much gas, even when no food in. 

“I am 82 years old. Coming from western 
New York in 1867, to Nebraska, with a pony. 
I hunted rattlers for two years. Filling up 
on corn bread, potatoes and salt exclusively, 
sometimes no soda in the bread, and it did 
not seem to satisfy my frontier appetite, 
which was always good. Three years in 
Colorado, and my great desire for food never 
seemed to lessen. So, like multitudes, I am 
now realizing much that might have been 
avoided. 

“Three years ago I went on a restricted 
diet of one slice of toasted whole wheat 
bread, small amount of potato and a molasses 
cookie three times a day. It has worked like 
a charm—bowels regular, the constant pain 
of years gradually left me. I use no tea or 
coffee. Never have used tobacco or alcoholic 
beverages. Drink much water, both cold and 
hot. Use sugar and creamery butter freely. 
I have upper teeth only—and remove them 
when eating, so they won't be in my way. 
Yet I swallow no food that is not pretty 
thoroughly salivated. I keep no fire nights, 
but use an electric heating pad in bed. Win- 
dows open when water pipes not likely to 
freeze up. Take a peppermint lozenge at 
night to eructate gas which otherwise might 
embarrass heart action. 

“Forty years ago * hearing began to 
fail. For twenty years 1 have not heard my 
own voice or public speaking. When not read- 
ing—eyes are good—or writing rambling let- 
ters—I am singing—silently, lest I rouse the 
neighbors to rebellion. In this way I go to 
sleep nights, and get a nap or two every day. 

“Like all little boys, I enjoy riding my 
tricycle when wind and weather permit. Six 
years ago, when my hip was fractured, my 
doctor said I would never walk again, but 
that doesn’t keep me from cycling around. 1 
use a cane to get up and down stairs and 
when I go out, in order to ease the feet and 
ankles. 

“Well, now, I did not intend to spin all 
this yarn. Pardon my intrusion on your 
time. You know, we elderly folks are much 
like a clock—can’t stop till run down—‘twice 
a child.“ 

Optimism is popping out of every line. 
Good nature is this young fellow's tonic. 
But note particularly that he had the horse 
sense to restrict his diet to a limited ration 
of the most wholesome foods. A personal 
answer has been sent him.

The Assault of a Wood Tick. 
A year ago last May I was bitten by @

I scarcely felt the bite. About five days later 
I found the tick still clinging to the skin. I 
removed it, and the bite swelled like a mos- 
quito bite, only more so. It has remained 
swollen and sore all this time. The surface 
is now hardened and itches constantly. 1 
havé applied iodine, arnica. ammonia, witch 
hazel and various other things without re- 
lief. My physician gave me mercury oint- 
ment, but it didn’t help. Now he thinks the 
thing will have to be cut out, but he hesi- 
tates about doing it because of the situation 
of the lump. I am afraid of a cancer devel- 
oping. What can I do? (Mrs. M.A. S.) 

ANSWER— Wood ticks haunt pine and fir 
tree sections of the, country. The female ot 
the species sometimes attacks the human skin 
by inserting her beak, which is armed on 
two sides with recurved hooklets, hence, 
when she has filled with blood and met her 
fate, she leaves her head and mandibles in 
the wound, to keep up irritation. Soldiers 
generally kill her with tobacco juice, or the 
same end may be accomplished with a bit of 
turpentine or benzine, which causes the beast 
to retract her head before she gives up the 
ghost. You brushed the body off and left the 
head and mandibles there in the skin. If 
your physician is timid about proceeding let 
him refer you to some one who understands 
surgery. There is no other remedy now, and 
the prolonged irritation might eventually 


produce cancer.

L. C. Green to Georgiarls 


Editor Constitution: It affords me pleas- 
ure, as a Georgian, to note your remarks in 
your magnificent daily in your editorials en- 
couraging our Georgia boys to buy land. 
Land is the basic principle from which comes 
everything we have: land is safe, and must 
now produce twice as much as ever before. 
On January 1, 1916, there was approximately 
$747,855 in stock on our southern farms. This 
was an increase in ten years of $255,281 in 
cash value of live stock. When Cobb county 
can sell a young bull for $9,000 and Fulton 
county is selling young heifers for $500 and 
young bulls for $1,000, as has recently been 
done by W. H. White, of the White Provision 
company, Atlanta, Ga, doesn’t it appear feas- 
ible that our Georgia farmers could put some 
of their waste land in pasturage and improve 
not only their stock, but their income? It is 
true that right now cotton is bringing a 
fancy price, and a great many farmers would 
say, “Oh, I must raise cotton,” but can we 
eat cotton? 

Use your influence through the medium of 
your valuable and magnificent paper to get 
our young men to buy land and to own land. 
The time has now come when Georgia will be 
called upon to be a producer, and if we can 
awaken the dormant instinct in the breasts 
of our Georgia boys to put their savings in 
land and then cultiyate this land, using com- 
mon sense, energy and plenty of fertilizer, 
I do not hesitate to say that many a young 
man who is now wasting his otherwise valu- 
able time would soon be a land owner and 
his own boss. 

The great trouble, as I see it, is our boys 
love to see the bright lights; the street car 
bell has an allurement, and the pavements 
seem to catch their fancy far more than 
raising or producing something for their fel- 
low.-man. 

How few vegetables, eggs, chickens or 
butter are raised in Georgia! I believe sta- 
tistics will show that 70 per cent of what 
we consume.is shipped into Atlanta. Why is 
this? A young man who has a good country 
home and could do so well at home, becomes 
restless and dissatisfied with farm life. The 
parents stint and contrive to give this boy a 
collegiate education. When he receives this 
collegiate education, in many instances, he 
feels himself above daily toil on the farm 
He drifts to the cities, marries, has a family, 
and his smokehouse then becomes the gro- 
cery store. . 

A farmer who raises his own meat, corn 
and, in fact, necessities of life, is independent, 
and, war or no war, can lie down and sleep 
at night and not worry about where the next 
meal is to come from.

URGES: ALEXANDER 


Reports of Suspicious Char- 
acters Should Be Made to 
Proper Local Authorities, 
Says U. S. District Attor- 


ney. 


ln view of the fact that his office 
has been overwhelmed with telephone 
calle and letters during the past week 
from persons reporting the presence 
of suspicious characters in their com- 
munities, United States District Attor- 
ney Hooper Alexander issued a state- 
ment last night calling. attention to 


the fact that the federal government 


was not charged with the preservation 


of the public peace and order gener- | 


ally and that a state of war did not su- 
persede the laws of the state or munic- 
ipal police regulations for the protec- 
tion of society. 

He advises that vagrants and other 


strangers who are not able to give a 


Satisfactory account of themselves be 
promptly reported to the state authori- 
ties in the various localities which are 
fully adequate to deal with such mat- 
tere. 

Any machinations or activities of 
alien enemies should be promptly re- 
ported to the federal authorities, but 
Mr. Alexander believes that the vast 
majority of cases which have been re- 
ported to him come within the purview 
of the local officials. 


Mr. Alexander’s Statement. 


The statement follows: 

During the past wek I have had many 
telephone calls and letters from the various 
communities of this section of the state re- 
porting the movements of suspicious char- 
acters—so many in fact that the task of 
replying in detail to all of them has large- 
ly interfered with many pressing duties in 
my office. I am taking this method, 
therefore, by the courtesy of the newspa- 
pers, to suggest a course of action to the 
officers and citizens of the various com- 
munities that will greatly assist those 
charged with the enforcement of the laws 
of the United States, 

1. The United States is not charged with 
the preservation of the public peace and 
order generally any more in time of war 
than in time of peace. Its duties are prin- 
cipally confined to dealing with foreign 
emenies. 

2, The laws of the several states and 
their municipalities remain of ‘force, un- 
affected generally by the existence of war. 
and the processes of the state courts are 
Just as effectual and necessary as ever. 

3. Of course any machinations or ac- 
tivities of the public enemy, or of its emis- 
artes or agents, will and should be pe- 
cullarly the object of investigation and pre- 
vention by the authorities of the United 
States and the government or its officers 
will feel it prudent particularly to guard the 
large public utilities and means of com- 
munications, not because these are any 
more under government protection than 
they have been heretofore, but because 
their protection is essential to the general 
public safety. 

4. In all cases of ordinary crime, arson, 
burglary, malicious mischief, the carrying 
of weapons, unlawfully or tumultuous 4s- 
sembiages, and particularly vagrancy, the 
local, state and municipal authorities 
should not only be active, as usual, and in 
the usual and ordinary ways, but even 
more sv. 

Enforce Vagrancy Laws. 

6. I would especially call attention to the 
importance of vigilant and most rigid en- 
forcement of the vagrancy laws. The local 
authorities can hardly render a more val- 
uable service to the country just at pres- 
ent than by locking up an prosecuting 
every vagabond that appears. During the 
past seven days I have been advised of 
more than a hundred cases in which sus- 
picious persons have appeared in as many 
communities who could not or would not 
give an account of themselves. In every 
uch case the local officers should promptly 
lock the vagrant up and report the facts to 
the solicitor general of the circuit, or to 
the city or county solicitor or the nearest 
justice of the peace. It should be remem- 
bered that the United States have no juris- 
diction over such cases, and that, except in 
the case of alien enemies, we are, at pres- 
ent, just as much bound by the usual laws 
of arrest as anybody else. 

6. In cases where persons are suspected 
of inciting insurrection, I will be greatly 
obliged if the local officers will carefully 
investigate certain facts, the names of the 
witnesses, etc., and, in reporting the case, 
report the witnesses. Otherwise infinite de- 
lays must result, and burdens be imposed 
on this office that are not only needless, but 
almost impossible to carry. If such incita- 
tions are suspected, it may, tndeed, be well 
worth while, in most cases, not to act too 
promptly, but rather to wait and observe 
and find out before flushing the covey, 

In making these suggestions to local of- 
ficers, I desire to express my thanks for the 
very great zeal in which localities have been 
giving information, and to express the ho 
that it will not be relaxed, Only I am call- 
ing for local assistance by invoking the 
state laws in every case where it is pos- 
sible. The division of labor, which will thus 
result, will be an immense assistance to the 
government, HOOPER ALEXANDER,

Test Case to Decide 
Status of Extracts 
Under New Prohi Law 


It now appears that it cannot be def- 
initely known just what the new “bone 
dry” prohibition law contemplates in 
the matter of allowing or prohibiting 
the use of alcohol as a preservative in 
flavoring extracts until a test cage 
has been made upon that point. 

While the attorney general is in- 
clined to the unofficial opinion that, 
under the new law, no provision is 
made for such use of alcohol, he has 
received from the governor no request 
for a formal opinion and states that he 
does not contemplate rendering an opin- 
ion upon the question otherwise. 

Many inquiries are being received 
both at the poverner e office and at the 
office of the attorney general upon 
this point. 

It is not improbable, however, that 
one of the chemical bureaus of the 
statehouse will call upon the attorney 
general and ask for an opinion.

INSURANCE COMPANIES 
ARE PREPARED FOR WAR 


Patriotic Desire Not to Dis- 
courage Enlistment. 


While many life insurance compa- 
nies doing business in Atlanta are 
adding war clauses to their policies 
still, there is an evidence of patriotic 
desire on their part not to discourage 
enlistment in the army and navy of 
the country. Most of the war clauses 
are more than reasonable, and in many 
cases there is no change in the premi- 
um, provided the policyholder does not 
leave the Continental United States for 
| service. 

Almost without exception life insur- 
|} ance companies are allowing policy- 
|holders who took out their policies 
prior to the declaration of war to en- 
Ust without increasing the policy. 

The Mutual Life Insurance Company 
of New York has notified its local 
agent, R. F. Shedden, that the war 
clause in all policies to date will be 
, waived, provided the policyholder is 
not killed outside the Continental 
| United States, and that later a war 
clause covering policyholders who are 
killed outside the United States will 
be providea. A distinct feature of this 
| war clause will be that the insurance 
company will carry the extra premium 
every year while the holder is in serv- 
ice, and when the policy is paid will 
Subtract the amount without interest 
from the value of the policy. 

The New York Life Insurance com- 
pany has no war clause, but has a war 
promise that is signed by applicants 
that calls for a 10 per cent extra pre- 
mium for service outside the United 
States. This company limits such in- 
surance to $5,000. There is no extra 
premium on old policies. 

Hugh M. Willet, general agent for 
the kenn Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany, states that his company has not 
as yet inserted a war clause in its pre- 
miums, but that the company is not 
writing policies on persons already in 
the army and the navy. 

The Prudential Life Insurance com- 
pany inserted a war clause in its poli- 
cies on April 10 that sets a premium of 
$100 per thousand extra on all poli- 
cles issued to persons who see service 
Outside the United States. There is 10 
increase for policies covering persons 
who remain in the United States. 

E. F. Deacon, 8 agent for the 
Pacific Mutual Life Insurance compa- 
ny, stated that for the past fifty yea’s 
all policies issued by his company con- 
tuined a war clause, but that the com- 
pany has now issued a special circular 
waiving this clause and providing for 
the granting of permits free of charge 
to all policyholders who made their 
applications previous to the break with 
Germany. These free permits allow a 
policyholder to enter the army or navy 
at any time up to January 1, 1919, and 
can be extended further upon the pay- 
ment of a small fee. New policies will 
contain a war clause providing for cer- 
tain restrictions and extra premiums. 

H. hompson, manager for the 
Travelers’ Insurance company, stated 
that proves to April 3 his company 
issued unrestricted policies, but that 
since that it charges an extra premium 
of $100 to persons who are to enter 
the submarine or aviation service and 
extra premiums for policies carrying a

Applies for Aviation Corps. 


The case of T. R. Wren, a Greens- 
boro, N. C., man who traveled for a 
Memphis house, may be cited to show 
how the spirit of service is sweeping 
over the country. Mr. Wrenn immedi- 
ately after the declaration of war last 
week, wired his resignation to his 
house, effective last Saturday. and 
Wednesday he applied to Captain Heidt 
for enlistment in the aviation corps. 

J told the people I was working 
for, he said, “that 1 could not go on 
with my work while the country was 
in need of men to fight. If they uo not 
need me in the aviation corps, I ex- 
pect to go back to North Carolina and 
enlist at once as a private in one of the 
guard regiments or that state.“ 

Lieutenant Keller, of tne navy, re- 
ported that there were twelve appli- 
cants for the navy in from Macon 
Wednesday and eleven from Savannah, 

“Savannah was a long time waking 
up.“ declared Lieutenant Keller, “but 
now that the town has got started l 
expect it to make a good snowing.” 

it was reported that the navy recruit- 
ing office was still 900 short ofr the 
number needed to be recruited by April 
20. 

We are showing a good percentage 
of increase almost daily, the recruit- 
ing officer said, but we must do much 
better than we have yet in order to 
get our quota.” 

The lieutenant said that he had in- 
creased his office force to eighteen 
men, including himself, two having 
been added Wednesday, and that he 
was now prepared to handle more than 
a hundred men per day easily. 

An office for recruiting negroes was 
opened at 40 Walton street Wednesday. 
Several applied for enlistment, but 
only one had passed the examination 
up to Wednesday night. Captain Heidt 
received information during the day 
that only enough negroes were want- 
ed to fill up the vacancies in the ex- 
isting negro regiments, about 1,800 in 
all. 

Only 1,800 Negroes Needed. 

That means that colored men in 
Atlanta and vicinity who want to join 
the army now will have to make haste 
or the chance will be gone. As only 
1,800 are needed from the entire coun- 
try, it will be only a very few days 
before this quota is obtained and the 
enlistments for this class of recruits 
closed.” 

As the space in Fort McPherson is 
limited, it is probable that many of 
the recruits will be quartered there in 
tents as soon as the barracks have 
been filled. A large number of the 
recruits sent to Fort Thomas are al- 
ready being quartered in tents. 

Lieutenant Colvocoresses, of the ma- 
rine corps, who received a large num- 
ber of applicants for that branch of the 
service Wednesday, said he believed 
that there would be much more gen- 
eral interest in the marines if the peo- 
ple knew more about the opportuni- 
ties offered and the responsibilities im- 
posed in that branch.

New York, April 11.—Although tech- 
nical and basic conditions appeared to 
be unchanged, today’s stock market 
evinced a decided disposition to throw 
off its depression. Dull periods were 
frequent, but activity was mostly at 
higher levels, especially in stocks of 
intrinsic value. 

Investment liquidation was again ob- 
served in the bond list, some railway 
issues, also industrials and utilities, re- 
cording substantial concessions on sm 
but steady offerings, with unusual gaps 
between bid and asked prices. The 
heaviness of bonds, which extended to 
governments, was ascribed to selling in 
anticipation of the administrations 
financial plans. 

Less pressure was exerted against 
munition and equipment stocks, even 
though the suggestion to centralize 
purchases of supplies in this market for 
the entente allies under federal super- 
vision seemed to be directed mainly 
against excess profits. 

Unlike the markets of recent days, 
highest levels with few exceptions were 
attained in the last hour, United States 
leading with an extreme advance of 2% 
months to 111%, with two to four points 
for other issues of like description. 

Bethlehem Steel new stock rose 4% 
to 127%, with two to three points for 
Republic Iron and Crucible and Lack- 
awanna Steels, the latter owing much 
of its strength to a very favorable 
quarterly report of earnings. 

General Electric was foremost of the 
equipments, rising 5 points to 168, with 
one to three for shippings, motors, pe- 
troleums, sugars and related special- 
ties, while Wilson Packing gained 3%, 
National Biscuit 6 and Ohio Gas 6 
points. Industrial Alcohol was among 
the few weak specialties, losing almost 
3 points net.

ern rails. 

Firmer tendencies for time accommo- 
dations and gold exports of about §$2,- 
200,000 to Japan were among the minor 
financial developments of the day.

New York, April 11.—The cotton 
market showed continued nervousness 
today and broke very sharply in the 
lane trading owing to reports of rains 
in the southwest and increased south- 
ern spot offerings. July contracts sold 
off to 19.73 or 58 points net lower and 
closed at 19.90, with the general list 
closing unsettled at a net decline of 
35 to 42 points. 

The market opened steady at @ de- 
cline of 13 to an advance of 6 points in 
response to relatively steady cables, but 
March was the only month to show an 
advance and prices soon weakened un- 
der a renewal of Wall street and scat- 
tered liquidation. After showing a net 
loss of 15 to 19 points the market 
steadied and there were rallies of 9 
or 10 points right after the publica- 
tion of the first weekly weather and 
crop report of the season at midday. 
This report seemed very closely in line 
with recent advices, indicating delayed 
crop preparations or planting, but it 
inepired very little fresh buying and 
the tone soon turned easier under re- 
newed liquidation or selling for a reac- 
tion. Stop orders were uncovered on 
the break, which carried May contracts 
off to 20.15 and October to 18.56 in the 
late trading, when old crop months sold 
some 53 to 58 points and the new crop 
about 32 to 48 points under last night's 
closing figures. Itallies of 10 to 16 
points foliowed on covering, but the 
talk around the ring refiected contin- 
ved nervousness and sentiment was un- 
scttied. Reports that numerous points 
in the south were offering spots freely 
at presem prices were circulating dur- 
ing the afternoon, while confusion was 
probably increased by the talk of gov- 
ernment control in the marketing of 
foodstuffs which some thought might 
possibly be extended to cotton. Some 
southern selling of both old and new 
crop months was reported during the 
day, but local brokers attributed the 
buik of the pressure to liquidation and 
a disposition to await further develop- 
ments, or a nearer view of new crop 
prospect§®.
